to stand the ravages u| time. 

The Cholos were great temple builders and the -irchi tenure 
ol the Tamil country underwent such development during their 
Buprem^'-v of about ft%'c hundred years (roughly sSfi — 1350 A.D.) 
that it has been found convenient to dilfcrentiBle between an 
liarlter and Later Chela architectural period ol about £5U years

south Indian temples deserve to be better known and m«r-: 
widely understood than they art, -md to appreciate ttirin 
adequately some knowledge of ihiiir history, etc., fc necessary. 
In preparing this account of tk T.lnjdtt temple Mr. ^omn-

—and Tirminitkkait .3^-*These portals are 
guarded by OvampMas or guardians of the gate. 
Tiiey are of huge proportions, and of exquisite workman¬ 
ship There are several sets of these in die temple, seven 
of them 1H feet hy 8 feet. They are .ill monoliths, and 
in some instances -ire of very high artistic merit, especi¬ 
ally those at the entrance to Sri So 1> rail many,a temple, 
which are of polished gneiss. 

The Siva!inga of Sri Brilnidisvara is probably the 
grandest in existence- This image was originally called 
AdavaUan (one who ts able to dance) Another name 
was Dafcshina.Mcru Vjtankmt Both I lie names occur 
m rirtivisaip/>Ao^Mic names of Ihe deity at Chidam¬ 
baram. (I *s possible, that these names given la the chief 
image in the temple, indicate that the Saiva creed derived 
its support at the time mainly from Chidambaram. 1 
Hajataja calls the image h’iij.ivajtsvai timulaiyar.— 1 * The 
Ford cl Kaj irajcsvarain."

All around the main shriio- are scattered «m «./..• pus 
and smaller shrines The great ritininit is of the Druvida 
style ol architteture. 1 It rises to a height of ahoiU '16 
feet, a tower of fourteen storeys, finely decorated with 
pilasters, niches, and images of the gods of the Hindu 
pantheon The basement of the structure which sup¬ 
ports the tower is 96 feet square. The silrfemj, or 
uupcilic d<uiie is octagonal in shape and crowns the 
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vitmvtdf The gilded Kalasa (finial) over it is 121 feet 
high. It is believctl the sikhnra and the stupi throw n»> 
shadow on Hie ground The dome rests on a single 
block of granite 251 feet square. Two Nandi*, each 
measuring 61 feet by 5? feet beautify each corner of the 
stone which is estimated to weigh about 80 tons, and 
believed to have been conveyed to the top of the tower by 
means of an inclined plane commencing from Sara pa 11 am 
(scaffold hollowl four miles north-east of the city. 

The village Lakes its name from the above event, 
and around the stone several legends have collected, !i is 
sa d, that this monolith was lying m Hie courtyard of a 
devotee, a cowherd ess, miles away, who longed to 
contribute it to the great temple then under construc¬ 
tion, that God expressed His acceptance of Hie gift in a 
vision to the devotee and simultaneously to the King- 1 
[i was accordingly placed on top of the tower by the 
orders of Uic Ring, who. in admiration of the piety of 
the woman built a temple at her place and called it 
Daiasuram ; 

A story besides is told of how another cowhcrdcss 
and devotee AUgiya Nayaki by name, a vendor of butter¬ 
milk to the artisans at work t»n Uic tower, supplied from 
her courtyard a keystone for this great slab to rest upon, 
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in appreciation whereof the Chela gifted certain lands 
in ami around hit Tanjoie Chi', tin last vestiges ..f whit h 
found mention till lately in tin, Government painunh 
accounts. as Atagi-kulam and Tottam, the locality 
occupied time by the Paitag.d Buildings of the Tun jo re 
District Board and the Sri Hesaut Lodge of the Tlieosc- 
pliical Society, A counterpart ol this great slab of black 
granite though of a smaller sine 18 feet by Uijf feci by 2 
feet U .inches, is to be seen under the marble statue of 
Saraloji if by Chautrcy in tin: Xayak Durbar Nall of the 
TaiijWe Palace. 

Ol the smaller structure* inside the temple court,

The shrine nt the Goddess Sri Bribannayaki is 
clearly a later addition, constructed in the second year of 
KonerinnKi ikon.tail— probahly a later Pandya of the 
thirteenth ceiiturv. It is said the original shrine ol tlie 
LP.iddt^. located in Ihe adjoining Siva 6 anf*a gardens 
in the north-weste i ll comer of the fort, and it was later 
removed tn ihv main courtyard of the temple by one of 
Nayalts, in front ol this shrine facing the mam 
tempi* stands d tall ilag-stad [dltivaja-stumbha}, the 
covering of which is cast Ltl copper. The lower 
portion is encased in a square piece, and cadi or the 
four sides depict characteristic Saiva figures. 

The shrine of Gunpati <n the south western corner 
of the court is of the time of SaTafoji 11*; that of 
Vataraja {Adavalten) in the north-eastern corner within 
a plain looking mandapa, is also of a subsequent date. 

The shrine of Chandesvara, on the northern central 
compound is the only one put up contemporaneously 
with the main temple of Rajliffit *■ _

The great Nandi (See Plate) wilfiiu an elaborately 
worked X’ayafc tttandapa is massive and driking, hut 
not particularly well carved. Its height is over (2 feet, 
its length 191 feet aud its breadth K j feet- This is 
said to be the second biggest, the first being the one 
at Lcpakshi, in Hiudupur Taluk, Anuntapur District* 
The Taujore Nandi is a monolith weighing about 25 tons, 
ind llit stone is said to have Come f rom a bed of gneiss 
at iht foot n( the I’.tdidiaimului. near Perumbalur in 
r rich ill npoly District. Another version is that the stone 
wa. brought oyer rr>>m the bed of the Narmada In lire 
north. I here is a tradition that the X'/mrii is impercep¬ 
tibly growing in size with the progress of time. It was 
feared it might became too large lor Ihc matidapa erect¬ 
ed over it and a nail was driven into the back of il, and 
since, its size has remained stationary. Another tradi¬ 
tion says that il grew to ils present size due to the 
presence of a live toad within the massive gneiss, but

The Saint's 1‘int.Isaippti lyrics, sung 
in praise of this temple and its presiding Lord Is a 
classic on the subject, and. gives valuable information 
regarding the temple and its times. Kurilvurar is held in 
high veneration, and ts believed to work miracles to his 
devotees. Thursdays arc held sacred for his worship, 
and. Ins shrine attracts large crowds of devotees. The 
present building is said to have been raised on the 
original platform by devotees about thirty years ago. 

The temple though completed as planned by Ruja- 
raja 1 in his own tune (A. I >. [00.1-10>, has undergone 
various changes, ro novations ami repairs in the course of 
Hie many centuriest1i.it have elapsed, .it the hands of 
successive Hindu rulers, whose sole object seems to have 
been to enrich and beautify the great temple, and to 
gather merit for themselves. It will he seen that the 
temple as the centre of the city at that time, had around 
it, the usual s^ptupUkis -»r pnxkura* within and without 
the fort. The outer pra Huifos had gone into disuse and 
were discarded with the declining fortunes of the i ily T a 
necessity having arisen simiic time later, to take ihu 
temple processions around the vdy tltjell instead of ns in 
every uihcr place around ibe temple.

Another peculiarity is that* on die northern side of 
the plain j 'iiiintui, four human figures are descried. rising 
one above another in a line. The lowest is much larger 
than the other Wtrich gradually decrease m si/e, finally 
terminating in a man's head crowned bv a bowler hat 
(see plate), Tradition has il that the mason in charge 
of tlic construction—Stiitut Virma by name—an inspired 
one from t Vinjeevamm—-i. arved the figures of a Chula, i 
Nayak, a Mahralla ;tmi an European, to show the pros pec* 
tivc line of rulers of the Qhotadeia in succession, It is 
probable that the European figure, and certain of the 
Vfehnavite figures were erected by the later Nay iks 
i builders of most of the V.iishnavih? temple* in the 
disttid) and that 'they were assisted by a Dane ur 
lfanes shortly before or shortly after tlic acquisition ot 
Tranqucbar by that nation in A. D, 1620.” Hemingway 
thinks that the European figure may be that of liodand 
Crape, the pinned' of Dutch enterprise in die country, as 
H seems not unlikely that he listed (he Xayaks in dn-ir 
buildings.

The City possesses a fairly cool and equable climate, and

Muttur Canal passes through the city washing die 
o| ! Lie Sivaganga Fort on the west* A number of ghats 
recently constructed on the canal provide a touch ckaiiytJ 
armmuy of civic life- The greatest length of ihc city 
south and north is about miles and its greatest 
breadth cast and west about 3 miles. 

Tanjore comprises primarily twi* main divisions, the 
small fort of Sc wap pa and the large (oil of \ ijayaraghava t 
and, three suburbs, Mahar-nombu-chavady* m the south- 
cast Karim Lilt. mgtidi and PaUiagriiluiram in the north, 
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and ihc modern town extensions of Ganapatinagar ami

tains as lias been seen already the Great Temple of 
Rajaraja, the Sivaganga tank and the Schwartz - hur* h, 
vvhicli are all in a good state of preservation The old walls 
and the moat are still a fine stght The larger fort o tar¬ 
ing ncarlv an area of 530 acres contains the Palace of the 
old Rajahs. The fort walls' of thick masonry, 15 feel lugh- 
have been for the most pari knocked down and the moat 
some three miles long and I r 1 feet deep tilled up, I'id 
considerable portions of hot 1i remain still- \\ ilhin, and 
without the lort t large ntid substantial houses abound, 
ami the four main sired' of the city arc fine awl broad. 
On tile eastern rampart of tlie lori is a monster cannon 
called ■' Rajagopala ", twenty-four and - dd feet in length- 
ten feet in outer circumference with a boiv of two and a 
3tall feet, ami, if is said »l has only once been fired The 
city eonluins within it seventy four 1 temples administered 
by tlic Senior Prince of Taqjorc, who is then 1 hereditary 
Trustee, six "thtrs maintained by public, and many 
others by private organisations. 


The Palace on the tell el the Isast Main street is a 
bewildering series of large add rambling buildings gene¬ 
rally attributed to the Nay at and Mahratta periods. 
Those responsible for their construction do not seem to 
have followed my settled plan, or to have been guided 
bv anything more definite than the whim of a particular 
king, m the need . f the moment. The result urconfuamg 

hi the extreme, the general impression left cm Im mind 

being of somethin# etifiou* rather than beautiful, and all 
the same majestic. _ 
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The ciilramc is by way of a forge quadrangular 
courtyard- The e tic in. ting walls arc pierc ed by Lug 
gateways to the north and east, and by a small postern in 
the north-west comer The courtyard leads to a many* 
pillared halt T< 1 tlic rigtii and left of the main door are 
shrines to La Mi mi and to Stibrahmanya* Paintings 
adorn the high ceiling, while the oulei corridor, on llie 
western side, served as a guard room for sepoys and 
bandsmen • 

A small inner courtyard gives access to a larger one 
The archway between is adorned with a hunting picture 
of (he last itaja. Further on, yet another archway has 
its inner walls enlivened by coloured representations nJ 
Hamiman, Lakshmi and Krishna. 

On the southern side of the third quadrangle is a 
building [tike n vittuuid) l f, 0 feet high ivtlli eight storeys. 
It is the Gudajiopurum t which was once the armoury 
Fttrgusson 1 writes of this tower. “ As you approach Tan- 
j ore, yon see two great vinminti not mil ike each other 
m dimensions or outline, and at a distance call hardly 
distinguish which belongs to (he great temple ; on 
closer inspection, however, that of the Palace turns out 
to be made up of dumpy pilasters and fat balusters and 
ill designed mouldings of Italian architecture, mixed up 
with a few details of Indian art! Ii can be approached 
by a steep (light of narrow stairs situated in the north¬ 
west corner of the courtyard in front of the Mali rat la 
hall, fiy climbing to I lie summit, a good idea is gained 
of the interior construction of buildings « il the kind. Each 
of the seven storeys is characterised by a domed central 
chamber, encircled by arched and pillared corridors, 
and each treated to ;t different style of ornamental mn. 
On the second are eupid— like figures blowing bugles, 
horses appear on the third, ihc sacred Ganida bird 
on the fourth and so on. Here was five armoury ot the 
Tanjore liajas till A.U 1855. With the death of Siyajk 
the last kiny o! Tanjore, the R a become extinct. 
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Tht contents oi the armoury became useless to the 
family* and the British Government decided to remove 
them: The whole array consist me; of many very valuable 
blades of European workmanship were removed to the 
Trichmopoly arsenal, and after j o -mm it tee of officers 
had solemnly reported Urn ancient arms unfit lor use 
in modern warfare, the Government after selecting the 
best for the Museum, ordered the residue to be broken 
up and sold as old Iron in .VD 1863

Mdtkuntiii^ni is the name of tfie lower which rises 
from lilt palace roof, d a little distance, beyond the 
Guditgopuram.
